WARNING TO FARMERS OP 


ATLANTIC STATES 


Outbreak of the True Army Worm 


May Be Impending — Farmers 


Should Be Prepared 


Washington, D. C.,—An unusual 


abundance of the moth of the True 
Army Worm in Maryland, Virginia, 
District of Columbia and Southern 
Pennsylvania, indicates the possibili- 
ty of an impending outbreak of this 
destructive pest in the Atlantic States 
The moths, the entomologists of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture re- 
port, were laying their eggs during 
the first week of July and as it takes 
from three to four weeks for the cat- 
erpillars to mature, their presence 
should begin to be quite apparent 
about the last week in July to the 
first week of August. 


Farmers should be on the alert to 


discover this pest in its younger 
stages, before it has reached a large 
size and has eommitted irreparable 
damage to growing crops, especially 
grasses and grains. 


Spray 


When the army worm is discovered 
at work the infested spots should be 
sprayed immediately with a solution 
of 
powdered arsenate of lead, 
2 


pounds to 50 gallons of water. 
If 
Paris green be used the spray should 
be composed as follows: Paris green, 
1 pound' freshly slaked lime, 2 
pounds; waiter, 50 gallons. 
The 


lime Is necessary as a preventive of 
burning by the Paris green which is 
quite caustic when used on tender 
plants such as corn. 


Poisoned Bran Bait 


When spraying is impracticable the 


poisoned bran bait is recommended. 
It is made as follows: Wheat bran, 
50 pOTinds; Paris green, 1 pound, or 
white arsenic or powdered arsenate 
of lead, 2 pounds; low-grade molases 
3 to 4 quarts. 


The bran and poison shotild be 
thoroughly mixed while dry and the 
molasses afterwards added, kneading 
and stirring the "mass until it is easi- 
ly Tmsken into Tsmall bits. The addi- 
tion of six finely chopped lemons has 
"been found to add value to the bait 
in some cases. 
The poisoned bait 


should be scattered broadca'st where 
the "worms are at work or in their 
paths or among them while they are 
on the march.Bitching

Nation Saved By Wilson, 
Praises 


Wilson, James and Glynn. 


COLISEUM, St. Louis, June 15.— 


With the fervor and swing of th« elo- 
quence which won him the nomina- 
tion 
for the presidency in 1SS6. 


William Jennings Bryan to-night de- 
livered an oration gloryifyhig Wilson 
and modern Democracy, which elec- 
trified his great audience. It was a 
pean of triumph, ringing -with the 
notes of victory. 


After the invocation was delivered 


the crowd shouted for a speech from 
Bryan. Senator Thompson moved a 
suspension of the rules and, although 
there were a few "noes," the chair- 
man declared that the "ayes" pre- 
dominated overwhelmingly. 


As a committee headed 1>y Senator 


Kern of Indiana escorted Mr. Bryan 
to the speaker's place, the floor and 
galleries roared approval. 
Senator

tongued orator struck the chord of 
triumph and progress, and the amph- 
itheater presented a vast picture of^, 
rapt countenances, beaming with er- 
pectation.

What are the realities that face us? 


In Mexico exist the potentialities of 
civilization. In her wealth, her his- 
tory, her schools, her religion, her 
needs, her very suffering and patriots 
ism lie the indestructible seeds of 
progress. To have conquered Mexico 
would have seated death at the Amer- 
ican fireside. It would have destroy- 
| ed our prosperity and added hund- 
reds of millions of taxation to the 
burdens of the nation. It would have 
planted distrust and hatred of the 
United States in every So.uth Ameri- 
can republic. 


Would Forfeit Respect 


It would have forfeited the respect 


of the world. It would have substi- 
tuted the tenets ofimperialism for the 
principles of Americanism.

America has called 


to Europe; Europe is responding in 
terms of a revitalized civilization. 


Efforts for Peace 


The sublimest picture in civil his- 


tory is that of a plain American citi- 
zen maneuvering with the weapons 
of reason and humanity against the 
navies and armies of the contending 
nations, and bringing them in accord 
with the principles of international 
law. The American standard of peace 
and justice now floats on the sea. It 
is unfurling over the trenches of the 
struggling nations. 
From the van- 


tage ground of imperishable Ameri- 
canism the matchless craft of a real 
pacifist has not only avoided all war, 
but is leading the world into the ways 
of peace. 


What1 is peace but the assertion of 


moral progress? 
What is the asser- 


tion of moral progress but the indes- 
tructible civilization of Europe and 
America? 
From the smouldering 


ruins of a thousand cities, over the 
graves of millions of brave men, out 
of the blackness of the battle smoke,

cier, the financier is emancipator, the 
emancipator is the pacifcator of the 
world.

This state 
of knowledge is the crowning achieve- 
ment of progress. 


The American experiment of self- 


government has stood the test. The 
achievements of the American system 
are known of all men and felt thruout 
the world. The United States is the 
world's asylum. Here all' races, all 
conditions, all creeds are assimilat- 
ed, helped elevated and men are made 
into self-governing men. In America 
justice has made its greatest pro- 
gress, because it is progress in which 
all men have a part. 


The Dice of Destiny 


That form of government which af- 


fords the fullest opportunity for hap- 
piness and comofrt is destined to be 
the universal form. 
Such is the re- 


sistless syllogism of progress. 
War 


cannot stop its inevitable march. The 
opinions of all men is more potential 
than the opinions of one man. The 
best opinion of the best men, by the 
force of example and mutuality of in- 
terest, become the opinion of all men.

system civilization is saved. 
The 


peace of America demonstrates the 
folly of war. 
The 
principles of 


democracy furnishes the means of 
avoiding and preventing war. It will 
end in a world-'s league of peace. The 
universal intellingence of men decrees 
that the war now devastating Europe 
shall be the last war. 


Sons of America, keep unsullied 


the sacred shrine of peace, thru 
whose portals will yet pass arm in 
arm the crowned head and the hum- 
ble peasant in silent worship of God. 


Out of the ruins and sufferings of 


the present conflict will arise a tem- 
ple of justice whose dome will be the 
blue vault of heaven; its illuminants 
the eternal stars; its pillars the ever- 
lasting hills; its ornaments the woods 
and bountiful fields; its music the 
rippling rills, the song of birds, the 
laughter of happy childhood;

Though a vegetable, rhubarb is used 


in every respect as a fruit. It is stim- 


ulating, refreshing 
and acts as a foe 
to rheumatism and 
gout; it is also a 
complexion 
beau- 


tifier. As a medi- 
cine its value is 
well 
known, 
for 


few have escaped 


a dose of the bitter root. One of the 
simplest of ways to serve rhubarb as 
a dessert is to place slices of buttered 
bread in a baking dish, alternating 
with finely cut rhubarb and sugar 
with a dash of nutmeg if liked; bake 
until the rhubarb is soft. 


Rhubarb Sponge — Line a mold with 


slices of sponge cake, fill the mold 
with stewed rhubarb, not too moist; 
cover the top with slices of cake and 
cover with a plate with a weight for 
a few hours, when the juice of the 
rhubarb will all be absorbed. 
Turn 


out very carefully and serve with a 
custard. 


Rhubarb Jelly. — Wash and cut into 


short lengths one pound of rhubarb. 
Stew until" tender with six heaping 
tablespoonfuls of sugar and the thinly 
pared rind of half a lemon. Rub 
through a sieve, add three heaping 
tablespoonfuls 
of gelatin, dissolved 


in one cupful of boiling water, a few 
drops of red coloring, mix well and 
pour into a mold. Turn out when firm 
and serve with sweetened whipped 
cream. The red color will not be nec- 
essary to add if the rhubarb has a 
pink skin.

Ice Cream. — Put a quart 


of rhubarb into a saucepan with one 
cupful of water and six tablespoonfuls 
of sugar or more as it seems -best; al- 
low it to cook until the rhubarb is 
tender, then rub through a sieve. Add 
one tablespoonful of ginger extract 
and a little red coloring, mix with a 
pint of whipped and sweetened cream, 
or a custard may be added instead of 
the cream.

Generally the 


broilers are rushed to 
market 
because

bring a good price, and 
the old fowl is the one. 
served more often on 
the table for the fam- 


ily. 
There are so many delightful 


ways of serving chicken that it is 
strange that stewed or roasted chick- 
en holds such place in the average 
household. 


When making chicken pie a slice of 


onion added to the chicken when it 
is cooking and removed before it is 
put into pie, will add much to the 
taste of the dish. 


Chicken en Casserole With Peas.— 


When small new potatoes and green 
pears are in abundance, have a fowl 
cut up as for fricassee, lay the pieces 
in a casserole or in a granite pan. 
Cover with water, and place tightly 
covered in an oven with moderate 
heat. Bake for two hours. Have small, 
even-sized potatoes, those the size of 
a walnut, allowing three or four for 
each person; have a pint and a half 
of shelled peas. 
Put these into the 


casserole around the chicken. There 
should be at least a pint of liquor in 
the casserole. Season with salt, pep- 
per and two tablespoonfuls of butter; 
cover the bake three-quarters of an 
hour.

PAUL AT CORINTH. 


LESSON TEXT—Acts 18:1-22. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Be not afraid, but 
speak, and hold not thy peace.—Acts 18:9. 


I. Paul's 
Companions, (w. 1-6.) 


Paul's coining to this city after his 
experiences in Athens is significant 
when we read I Cor. 2:1, 2. 
He 


found a home as usual at first among 
bis Jewish countrymen. 
Aquila and 


Priscllla were not only fellow Chris- 
tians but fellow craftsmen (v. 3). Paul 
supported himself, as Jesus did for 
30 years, as a carpenter. This gave 
opportunity to reach the people natu- 
rally as one of them. At the same 
time he set them the example of do- 
ing good (I Cor. 10:31; I Cor. 9 :G-12 ; 
II Thess. 2-9). 
Paul did not think it 


a lack of faith to do manual labor or 
secular work for his own support be- 
cause God had called him to preach. 
In the midst of his labors (v. 5) Silas 
and Timothy came to him 
from 


Phiiippi and Berea. The Philippians 
had sent him aid and brought news of 
the abundant harvest of faith and 
love in that church. 
Paul was weak 


and sick and dejected in spirit (n Cor. 
2:3), probably bodily sickness. 
He 


was also in want (n Cor. 11:9). As 
he meditated on the word, it had so 
got hold on him that he could not 
keep still. 
It overpowered him with 


the thought that Jesus was the Christ 
and that he must tell it out, but the 
Jews were 
not willing to receive 


his testimony. 
"They opposed them- 


selves and blasphemed," (v. 6). 
The 


good news these helpers brought en- 
couraged him in his conflict (v. 6). 


II. 
Paul's Compulsion, (w. 7-11). 


The opposition of the Jev/s did not 
prove his testimony to be untrue 01 
that it had been unwisely presented, 
but rather it revealed the iniquity oi 
the hearts of the men who were the 
religious leaders. To their faces Paul 
could exclaim, "I am clean," (v. 6). It 
is a great thing for any man to be 
able to say this, and it is the priv- 
ilege of every believer (Acts 20:26) 
Then we can say with Paul: "I shrank 
not from declaring unto you the whole 
counsel of God." (K. V.) If we do not 
declare unto men the way of life, then 
their blood is upon us (Ezekiel 33:4, 8, 
9), but are we indeed clean of the 
blood of all in our own homes, in j 
our churches, in our Sunday school 
classes, In our communities and in the 
lands beyond the sea? This compul- 
sion disconnected Paul from the false 
religionists of his day. "From hence- 
forth I will go unto the Gentiles." The 
advantage of the house of Justus was 
(a) that the owner was a proselyte, 
not a born Jew. 
(b) The place was 


close to the synagogue so that his 
preaching would be a standing invita- 
tion to the Jews, and (c) Justus was 
evidently a Roman citizen, and Paul 
would gain access through him to 
the more educated people of the city. 
Moreover he would have greater ad- 
vantage of the Romans than of the 
Tews for protection of the Christian 
converts. We do not Infer that he 
left his lodgings in the home of Aquila 
and Priseilla nor ceased his work of 
tent making. 


Paul's testimony after Athens was 


based only on the cross (I Cor. 2:1, 2) 
ind it was that which turned "impure, 
sinful souls into pure brides whom he 
conducted to Christ," (See I Cor. 6:9- 
11). This vision kept Paul in the city 
kvhere he founded one of his strongest 
classes (vv. 11, 18). 


m. 
Paul's Contest, (w. 12-17). 


Ralllo, the brother of Seneca, listened 
to the charges, but threw the accusa- 
tions out of court (vv. 14, 15). 
Sir 


William Ramsey calls this decision the 
charter of Christian freedom." Free- 
dom of religious speech was granted 
sver the entire Roman empire so far 


Roman authorities were concerned, 


ind the door was open for Paul to 
make his way throughout the civilized 
\vorld. Thus we have further evidence 
that all of Corinth was no match for 
Christ. The Lord had people there 
>vho must be called by the spoken 
word, and Paul was the one to speak 
the word. 
The Lord only allows us 


to be hurt when both we and the 
work can be helped thereby. 
He 


never really allows us to be hurt 
(Rom. 
8:13; Isaiah 54:17). Christian 


workers in this land are confronting 
the same Corinthian evils in every 
Sreat city; intemperance, crime, graft, 
dishonesty, white slavery, oppression 
of the poor and other works of the 
flesh. 


It is the business of every preacher 


and Christian to pray and teach and 
work and live to save men from these 
evils and to convert them to right- 


AGAINST OVER-CONFIDENCE AND 


POINT TO MACHINE FACTION 


HEADS ALL. FOR HUGHES 


The size of the vote that Pennsyl- 


vania will give President Wilson in 
November may be estimated fcpproxi 
niately whenever the election proph- 
ets may offer reasonable indication ol 
the extent to which the Democratic 
party of the State will be reinforced 
by the Independents.

ROJMiING TUB CHILDREN 


Little Talks on Health and Hygiene 


by Samuel G. Dlxon, M. D. Uu, D. 


Commissioner of Health. 


The present habit of turning night 


into day in our highly illuminated 
towns, with all sorts of exciting en- 
tertainment, keeps the nerves keyed 
up and upsets the equilibrium. 


Children especially are apt to suf- 


fer from late hours and consequent 
ack of sleep. 


For the first two years of life, eat- 


ng and sleeping are the two great 
jssentials. 


Babies should sleep from 
fifteen 


to twenty hours out of the twenty- 
four and older children from ten to 
fourteen hours. It is not an unusual 
thing to see babies in arms, or very 


young children being carried about 
until their parents' bed time. 
This 


is injurious to the children and can- 
not be "made up by additional rest 
the next day. 


Permitting children to remain up 


late is a strain on their nervous sys- 
tem which, while it may not be im- 
mediately apparent, is bound to ex- 
ert a detrimental influence in the 
long run. 
Oftentimes the ill effects 


are perfectly apparent to the intelli- 
gent observer. 


Irritableness and any of the train 


of evils which result from an over- 
taxed 
nervous system may 
result 


from continually robbing the child of 
sleep. A regular bed time should be 
set for children according to their 
age, ranging from six o'clock for 
babies to eight for children of eight 
or nine and this should be regularly 
adhered to. This is a matter of the 
utmost importance in establishing a 
sturdy constitution in childhood. 


With adults, irregularity and short 


hours of sleep arc often a factor 
which predisposes to ill health. There 
are exceptions to this as to all rules. 
Occasionally one will find an individ- 
ual who has an unusual capacity for 
work with less than the ordinary! 


amount of rest but for the ordinary 
man or woman this would end disas- 
trously.
